THE American Baptist Home Mission Society met for its thirty- 
eighth Anniversary, in the First Baptist Church, Philadelphia, 
May 26th, 1870, at 10 o’clock A. M. 


The President, Hon. J. M. Hoyt, took the chair. 


After singing and prayer, the President in his opening address 
to the Society, presented the field of Home Mission labor in its 
vastness, importance, and pressing demands, and urged the neces- 
sity of redoubled diligence in this, the grandest of modern enter- 
prises. 


In the absence of the Secretary, Rev. A. P. Mason, of Mass, — 


was chosen Secretary pro tem. 
Voted, that all Committees be appointed by the chair. 


The following Committees were then appointed : 


Arrangements.—Revs. G. D. Boardman, W. Randolph, and J. 
S. Kennard.

Committee of Arrangements reported, recommending the fol- 
lowing order, which was adopted :

Rey. J. S. Backus read so much of the annual report as relates 
to his particular department. 


The Society was then addressed by Rev. G. F. Pentecost, of 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Rev. A. E. Mather, of Michigan; G. Schulte, 
of New York; and Rey. D. B. Cheney, of Mass. 


Voted, that so much of the Report, as relates to the work of 
the Home Mission Society among the Chinese on the Pacific 
coast, be referred to a Committee of five, and a report on the same 
be presented this afternoon at 4 o’clock.

Rey. J. B. Simmons read so much of the Annual Report as re- 
lates to the work of the Society in his department. — 


Rev. W. Randolph, of Pa., offered the following preambles and 
resolution< 


Whereas, Certain complications have arisen in the management of the No- 


tional Theological Institute and University, established for the education of col- — 
ored Baptist preachers and teachers: 


And Whewgeas, The work of the Institute and University has been regularly 


transferred by its proper Board of Managers to the American Baptist Home Mis" 
sion Society : 
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And Whereas, In the judgment of this body, largely representing the Baptist 
denomination in the Northern States, it is eminently desirable to have the work 


of educating colored Baptist preachers and teachers carried on Let ct the 
agency of the Home Mission Society: therefore, 


Resolved, That we hereby unite in a petition to Congress to annul and declare 
void the Charter of the National Theological Institute and University—the Way- 
land Seminary, now in successful operation, being capable of meeting all the 
necessities of the Baptist denomination, in this particular, in the city of Wash- 


ington. 


On motion of Rev. T. S. Malcom, they were referred to a Com- 
mittee. The Chair appointed the following :—Revs. W. Randolph, 
Pa.; G. W. Samson and A. D. Gillette, D. C.; J. D. Fulton, 


Mass.; T. S. Malcom, Pa.; S. R. Mason, Mass.; and T. Armitage, 
New York. 


The Society was then addressed by Revs. P. S. Henson, M. B. 
Anderson, and J. D. Fulton, with reference to the condition ot 
the “ Freedmen” as furnishing an urgent demand for education. 


After prayer, adjourned till 24 P. M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


The Society convened at half past two o'clock, according to 
adjourpment. 

Prayer by the Rev. S. R. Mason, of Massachusetts. 

Committee on Nominations reported through Dr. Robbins.

The report was supported by addresses from Drs. H. C. Fish, N. 
J.; W. W. Everts, Ill.; G. B. Ide, Mass.; and E. E. L. Taylor, 
Secretary. 


The Committee on Missions among the Chinese on the Pacific 
Coast reported through Rey. Dr. Cheney as follows: 


Your Committee, to whom was referred the work among the Chinese on the 
Pacific Coast, have given their attention to the subject, and beg leave to present 
the following report : 


They find, by reference to Art. Il. of your constitution, that “the object of 
this Society shall be to promote the preaching of the Gospel in North America.” 
In seeking to accomplish this object, your Board has not confined its labors to 
any race or nationality. Its missionaries are laboring among the representa- 
tives of many of the nations of Europe, among the Indian tribes of our own 
land, and among the Spanish-speaking population of Mexico. Your Gemmittee 
are therefore of opinion that your Buard has acted wisely and within constitu- 
tional limits in commencing mission work among the Chinese of the Pacific 
Coast. 

There is now a Chinese population there of about one hundred thousand, very 
largely composed of men. They, for the most part, speak the Cantonese dialect 
of the Chinese language. As early as 1854, the Board of the Southern Baptist 
Convention sent the late Rev. J. Lewis Shuck to Sacramento to labor among 
the Chinese. Mr. Shuck soon became pastor of the Baptist Church in that city: 
giving to his labor among the Chinese a secondary place. He, however, preach- 
ed to them once a Sabbath, and there was scarcely any preaching in California 
in those early days that was more blessed in the work of conversion. In Janu- 
ary, 1860, he organized a church of nineteen Chinese, whom he had baptized on 
profession of their faith. 

Your Committee heartily approve of the attempt to gather the Chinese in 
Sunday-schools, and are glad to know that there are now as many as one hun- 
dred and fifty who gather each Sabbath in the First Baptist Church, San Fran- 
cisco, who are taught by the members of that church. This is well, for it brings 
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them in contact with Christian civilization ; but it should be understood that 
very little direct religious instruction can be given them in these schools. They 
are attracted to them for the purpose of learning the English language. For 
their evangelization something more is needed, and must be attempted. If they 
are to be saved through the Gospel, they must hear the Gospel, and “ how can 
they hear without a preacher?” Your Committee think the time has fully 
come when your Board should seek for one or more ministers who can preach to 
these people in their own language “ the unsearchable riches of Christ.” 

But, to undertake this work successfully, it will be indispensable to provide 
a suitable place in which to carry iton. Your Committee are advised that the 
location of the First Baptist Church, San Francisco, is of all others the location 
to be desired for the Chinese Mission House. It is just where it should be for 
the accommodation of the Chinese of that city. That property is now in the 
market for sale. It can be secured to this Society for $30,000—less than the 
Society can secure any other property in that city of equal value. Your Com- 
mittee are of the opinion that immediate measures should be taken to obtain 
that property. 

Your Committee are further advised that the Baptist ministers of San Francis- 
co and vicinity, and prominent brethren of the church, are earnest and united 
in asking the appointment of Rev. R. H. Graves, a missionary of the Board of 
the Southern Baptist Convention in Canton, who has spent several weeks among 
them, and whose power over the Chinese of that city they have witnessed, to 
inaugurate this work in their midst. They think that with this church proper- 
ty secured, and with Mr. Graves as their missionary, there would be scarcely 
such another opportunity for preaching the Gospel to the pagans in all the 
world. 

In view of the foregoing, your Committee recommend the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

I. That your Board be instructed immediately to open a correspondence with 
the Board of the Southern Baptist Convention, with a view to securing, if prac- 
ticable, the services of Rev. R. H. Graves for a period of not less than two years, 
to inaugurate this work, and that the Board be recommended to appoint Mr. 
Graves to this service, provided an a can be made mutually satisfac- 
tory to the two Boards. 

Il. That your Board be further instructed to take such early measures as they 
shall deem expedient to secure a suitable mission property in the city of San 
Francisco, special reference being had to the property of the First Baptist 
Church in that city. 


All of which is respectfully submitted.

On motion, the report was adopted. 


Rey. R. H. Graves, returned Missionary from China, addressed 
the Society with reference to the work required to be done for 
Chinamen in California. 
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The Committee to whom were referred the matters relating to 
the National Theological Institute and University in the city of 
Washington, D. C., reported through Rev. Dr. Randolph as fol- 
lows: 


The Committee to whom the matter of the National Institute in Washington 
was referred, beg leave to report in favor of the passage of the preamble and 
resolution offered this morning ; and we also recommend the appointment of a 
committee of three, to lay the subject in a proper manner before Congress.

Everywhere the fields are white already to harvest; and the 
fields with their fruits are all yours if you will be the first to 
occupy and faithful to hold them. 


Division of Labor. 


At the last anniversary, three Secretaries were elected. 

The work of the Church Edifice Department was assigned to 
Secretary Taylor. 

The work in the South half of the continent, including the 
schools for freedinen and the Republic of Mexico, was committed 
to Secretary Simmons.

To Secretary Backus were given the Northern and Western 
States and Territories, including the Pacific coast. 


During the year their relations to each other and to the mem- 
bers of the Board have. been pleasant, and their labors abundant. 
Each Secretary has held himself responsible for the faithful per- 
formance of the work assigned him, assisting the other Secretaries 
as he had opportunity, and in return receiving help from them 
as occasion demanded. 


Your Executive Board and the Corresponding Secretaries have 
been greatly assisted by the able services of the District Secre- 
taries, by the efficient labors of the General Missionaries of six 
or eight co-operating States, by the intelligent co-operation of 
their several Executive Boards, and by many of the pastors with 
their churches and Sabbath-schools. These have all contributed 
to the success of the year. ‘ Behold how good and how pleasant 
it is for brethren to (work) together in unity.” 


Details. 
The Missionary Table on the thirty-fifth page of the Report 


will give the number and names of the missionaries, tell where 
they were located, and state in brief what each has done and 
what has been the fruit of his doings. 


The Treasurer’s Report, on the pages following the Missionary 
Tables, will show what have been the receipts of the year for each 
department of the Society’s work, and how they have been ap- 
propriated. 


North America for Christ 


is our motto, and as is our motto so is our movement. Each 
successive year finds us better organized, more intelligent and 
hearty in our work, and able to command agencies more efficient 
and far-reaching for good. 


The results of the year’s Jabors are in some respects in advance 
of any previous year, and in every way they promise far more 
gratifying results in the future. 
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Encouraging Growth. 


The receipts, labors and results of the last eight years have 


equalled, or nearly so, those of the first thirty years of the So- 


ciety’s existence. 

During the first thirty years the receipts were $791,418.00. 

The number of missionaries commissioned during that time was 
2,947. 

They preached 254,954 sermons. 

They baptized 27,911 persons who had believed on the Lord 
Jesus Christ. | 

They organized of such baptized believers 1,242 churches, 
and ordained 679 brethren to the Gospel ministry. 

They assisted the people with and for whom they labored to 
build for themselves several hundred meeting-houses. 

Of these houses, 42 were built in [linois, 27 in Michigan, 20 in 
Wisconsin, 15 in Iowa, 12 in Indiana, 10 in Ohio, 10 in Califor- 
nia, 10 in Canada, 6 in Minnesota, and a less number in each of 
several other States. 


The contributions of the assisted churches made to Home and 
Foreign Missions, while the missionaries as such were preaching 
to them, amounted to $52,000.00. 


The number instructed in Sabbath-schools cared for by the 
missionaries was 273,276. 


Add to all this $400,000 paid by the churches toward the 
support of the Missionaries, which was equal to $130 a year for 
each missionary, and $400,000 paid toward the meeting-houses, 


for improvements and for incidental expenses, and you will 


approach the sum total of the contributions, labors, and results of 
the first thirty years of the Society. 


The total receipts FOR THE LAST EIGHT YEARS were $827,847.34. 


The number of missionaries commissioned, and for whose sap- 
port the money was appropriated, was 2,140. 


These missionaries preached 174,032 sermons.

They baptized 80,444 persons who had been brought to believe 
the Gospel. 
They organized over 600 churches of baptized believers. 


They taught in Sabbath-schools 211,807 persons, and led their 
converts and their congregations, as they multiplied, to build and 
occupy many houses of worship. 


The contributions of these churches made to Home and Foreign 
Missions, to Ministerial Education, and to the Baptist Publication 
and Bible Society, while they were under the care of the mission- 
aries, amounted to $75,045, and their contributions for the same 
time, to aid in supporting the missionaries, to build their meeting- 
houses, and to meet every attending and necessary expense dur- 
ing the eight years, were little, if any, less than $1,000,000. 

For total footings, see last leaf. 


The contributions that our missionaries influence others to make, 
and the good they lead others to do in planting churches, build- 
ing meeting-houses, organizing and supporting Sabbath-schools, 
establishing academies or other schools of learning, and in ad- 
vancing the interests of society and of religion generally, are far 
greater than all that is done by them personally. The contribu- 
tions reported by our Treasurer are never equal to what is 
paid or done on the field and not reported. Take from the 
1,222,349 baptized believers now members of the 15,143 Baptist 
churches in these United States (and from the 8,787 ordained 
Baptist ministers) all that have been brought to them by the 
direct or remote agencies and influences of this Society and of 
its helpers and supporters, and who will say that what has been 
taken is not more than all that is left? Other Societies have done 
and are doing nobly, but other Societies have not our opportuni- 
ties and advantages. To go abroad and preach Christ is glorious. 
To print and send forth millions of leaves of Gospel truths to 
heal the nations is also glorious. But to evangelize one’s own 
country—with a living ministry—“ beginning at Jerusalem,” 
EXcELs IN GLory ! 

If, with golden opportunities, boundless resources, and every 
possible facility and encouragement on her side, the American

Baptist Home Mission Society does not advance and lead every 
other society—yea, excel every other in labors and results—it will 
be to her eternal shame. Not an ocean to cross; no foreign lan- 
guage to learn; no foreign government to pacify; no foreign cli- 
mate to endure; occupying not a distant, but a home field; nota 
limited, but a large field; not a barren, but a fertile field—a field 
where the returns for all labor bestowed are so immediate that the 
reapers may follow the ploughmen; she should, she must excel ! 


To be permitted to occupy such a field is to be highly favored 
of the Lord. There is not a pastor, there is not a member of a 
Baptist church, who, ‘“‘ knowing the time that now it is high time 
to awake out of sleep,” should not be in his place and doing his 
duty. No man should be ordained to the Baptist ministry, or 
called to a pastorate or continued long in one, who is not up, and 


dressed, and doing. 


SABBATH SCHOOLS SHOULD HELP. The future of our faith and 
of our country is far more important to the children than to the 
parents. The time has come when the children must help their 
parents and their Christian friends in all their labors to improve 
the on-coming and uprising generation with which the children 


are to live as men and women, when their parents shall have 
died or been laid aside. | 


THE MACEDONIAN AND RECORD should be read in every school, 
that so they may know of and be interested in the mission work. 


A LARGE MAP of our whole country should be kept in full view of 
every scholar, in each session of every school. A map of our 
country is of more importance to each child in Sabbath school 
than are all the maps of Jerusalem or Judea now in the market. 
In Jerusalem the Saviour appeared. Over this continent he is to 
be made known to the millions of people now here, and to the 
greater number of millions who are coming. In Jerusalem, Jesus 
was crucified. On this continent, he is to be “ crucified afresh, 
and put to an open shame,” or crowned with glory and honor in 
the devotions and doings of his people as they and their children 
shall determine. Every Baptist family, congregation, and Sab- 
bath-school, should understand these things, and act accordingly. 
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We suggest, and, as far as practicable, we earnestly recommend 
that each Sabbath school designate THREE MONTHS in each year, 
during which time they shall have Home Mission meetings, giv- 
ing and receiving general information and special instructions on 
the subject, and that during this time each superintendent and 
teacher and every scholar shall give, and ask parents and friends 
to give all they will, to help forward the work of Home Missions. 
Or, if they prefer, let it be one Sabbath in each month. 


To every school that will do this, we will send, for each teacher, 
a copy of the Macedonian and Record. Should any school prefer 
to contribute to a special object, such school can send us $15 or 
$25, to give a library of good books, with Testaments, to one of 
our destitute Sabbath schools South or West, or send us $50 to 
support a colored student who is preparing for the ministry, or 
$100 to buy a lot for a meeting-house, or to help build a house, 
or to support a missionary, who shall write to the school. Or, 
what may better please the children and teachers, give all you 
can to support the missionaries and Sabbath schools for the Chi- 


nese in San Francisco and on the Pacific coast, or for our work in 
the Republic of Mexico. 


We ask the pastors and superintendents and teachers of the 
schools, who are our helpers and fellow-laborers, to favor the fore- 
going proposition. It will contribute to make more pleasant the 
future homes of the children, and more safe and happy their lives, 
and will afford them an opportunity to 


Speak with Tongues. 

For our missionaries to whose support they may thus contribute 
are preaching the Gospel in twelve different languages. What 
an interesting feature, this, in our work! As many as fifty of 
our missionaries preach the Gospel in other languages than our 
own. ‘These have their churches and their Sabbath schools, and 
their young men coming into the ministry. In this way we are 
doing both Home Mission work, and Foreign Mission work. The 
advantages of our missionaries, to whom the foreigners and hea- 
then idolators are coming by millions, over those missionaries 
who go to preach to them in their old homes and habits of su- 
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perstition and idolatry, are very great. The Chinese, the Ger- 
mans, the Scandinavians, and others, who can hardly be reached 
or influenced in the Old World, having come to this New World 
in pursuit of new things, are more easily approached and more 
readily influenced by the Gospel. Within the last month, hun- 
dreds of the Chinese in San Francisco and elsewhere on the Pacific 
coast, have come to our brethren there to be instructed in Sabbath- 
schools. We have two missionaries now under appointment to 
teach them and preach to them the Gospel. On a Sabbath day, 


when notice had been given that Rev. Mr. Graves, a returned. 


missionary from China, would preach the Gospel to them in their 
own language, seven hundred of the Chinese came together and 
listened attentively to the Gospel preached. 


On the following Sabbath there were present to hear him one 
thousand of the Chinese, and among them were many of the first 
Chinese men in San Francisco. All were quiet. With upturned 
faces they listened to the man of God as those who were inter- 
ested to know of the Christ that he preached. Surely this Soci- 
ety can not do less than make the mission and the Sabbath-school 
work for the Chinese, on the Pacific coast, a specialty. 


A mission property should be immediately provided in San 
Francisco, in which and from which the work should be carried 
forward ; and that place should be the property of the First Bap- 
tist church. Nothing could be better located—nothing better 
adapted. The man who can and will pay for that property, and 
pass it to this Society for such and like missionary purposes on 
the coast, need not live longer or do more to accomplish great 
good, present and prospective. 


A voice from the coast, which, as we believe, is the voice of all the 
Baptists on the coast, says: “Surely the Lord’s hand is in this mat- 
ter. Let not your brethren fail to see it. It seems to me that no 
such opportunity will be likely to offer for a long time, if ever, where- 
by our denomination can take front rank in the movement for the 
evangelization of the Chinese—a work which is as certainly rolled 
upon the people of God, and the prosecution of which is as fraught 
with results of the highest importance for the Kingdom of Christ, as 
any now more immediately engaging the attention of the churches. 
The Baptists of the coast will do everything that they can for this 
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matter; but too much must not be expected of them. It must be 
borne in mind that, for the most part, we are struggling with heavy 
financial burdens, that we have started out this year with the deter- 
mination to make the highest figure possible for Hoth Missions. The 
Ist Church of San Francisco offer to give $5,000, on the transfer of 
this property, for the purpose of Mission work. It Seems to me that 
$5,000 more.could be raised on this coast, aga, in all $10,000— 
which would leave $25,000 to be provided for. Calculations have 
been made showing that, by an expenditure of $5,000 upon the pro- 
perty, yom. the whole cost $40,000, stores could be phiced in the 
ront of the building, whose monthly rental would not be less than 
$400, and the same seating ad retained in the house. This is 
1 per cent. a month on the whole investment. Should every other 
hope fail us, won’t some of your wealthy men look at this? It is 
better interest than they generally get in New York. It is not 
chimerical. The Home Mission Society have placed a bright star in 
their crown by their work among the Freedmen of the South ; let 
them place another by engaging, with equal boldness and zeal, in 
this Chinese work, which, as surely as God’s purposes are moved on 
to perfection, is bound to become a great national problem. ‘ Behold, 
I have set before thee an open door.’ ” 


South Half of the Continent. 


In reviewing the year’s work, in this section of the field, 
reference will first be made to 


The Republic of Mexico, 


where, for the first time in the history of the Society, we have 
a missionary under’ appointment. His name is Rey. Thomas 
M. Westrup. He is an able Spanish-speaking scholar, and has 
already translated several Baptist publications into that lan- 
guage. MReared in Mexico from boyhood, though an Englishman 
by birth, he experienced the forgiving love of Christ a few 
years since, and, by searching the Scriptures, became, as in 
the case of Judson, Onken, Wiberg, and many others, a Bap- 


_ tist. The Board invited him to New York. He came, arriving 


in March, 1870. <A large ecclesiastical council, after a thorough 
examination, ordained him. Absent at the present writing oD 
a special mission to Madrid, Spain, he is expected soon to return, 
to carry the words of life to the eight millions of Spanish-

speaking Catholics in Mexico, with head- quarters at Monterey. 
The following words are from his pen: 


“Recognizing now that my views of doctrine and religious tenets are Baptist 
—nothing more, nothing less—I feel grateful to a kind and unspeakably wise 
Providence, that has led me and my Mexican brethren out into the full liberty 
of the Gospel. We are Baptists:—and I want every Baptist church to know it 
and to thank God for it. The following may not be uninteresting:

“ Our valued brother, Rev. James Hickey, was the pioneer in this work. He 
died in December, 1866, at Brownsville, Texas. Over one hundred and twenty 
have been immersed on profession of their faith, and many are waiting my re- 
turn. We enjoy full religious liberty, and the protection of the laws. All the 
members, with rare exceptions, are Mexicans. The interest awakened is very 
encouraging, and the number of images and relics destroyed is astonishing.” 


Brother Westrup appeals for two things: 


First, for a printing-press, to cost about five hundred dollars, to 
take with him to Mexico. 


Second, for means to sustain several native preachers, at a sal- 
ary of four hundred dollars each. 

He must not appeal in vain ! 

What individual—what church, Church school, or Bible class, 
will be the first to pledge the remaining $400 for the press ($100 


already being in the Home Mission Treasury), or $400 to sustain 
a native Mexican Baptist preacher? 


The South: Returning Confidence. 


Our work in. the South has been prosecuted with success among 
both races. Obedient to the last command of Jesus, we have 
aimed to carry the Gospel to every creature—working, in the 
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spirit of Jesus, with a deep, tender, and abiding solicitude for the 
salvation of every human being, of whatever nationality or condi- 
tion. In this way only can Christian workers be sure of the pres- 
ence and help of Jesus Christ. 


The evidences of returning confidence, since the war, are in- 
creasing. A large and still larger number of able and excellent 
brethren, all through the South, are writing us in the spirit of 
fraternal affection. — 


The Baptist State Convention of Florida has voted to adopt our 


plan of co-operation, and is working with us harmoniously and 
profitably. 


In Texas, a work of great promise is opening among the Ger- | 
mans. Rey. F. Kiefer, recently commissioned, says: 
“Tt is astonishing with what rapidity Texas is now settling up. Oh, that our 


brethren from the entire country could but realize the importance of speedy, 
energetic, and united effort to make this a great Baptist State.” 


Education of Colored People. 


Three thousand seven hundred and twenty colored pupils have 
been instructed by our missionaries and missionary teachers the 
past year, in week-day schools and classes. Besides this, the 
number taught in Sabbath-schools has been very large. 


Education of Colored Preachers: 


This has. been our chief work among the freedmen, and must 
continue to be for years to come. God calls colored men to the 
ministry as truly as white men, and preach they feel they must 
—preach, we may be sure they will—educated or uneducated. 
The question for us to answer is, shall they be properly trained 
for their work? To this question, happily, we as a people, 
South, North, West, East, give an unanimous,—almost an enthu- 
siastic affirmative. Here are a few specimen testimonies from 
Southern men themselves on this subject: A Baptist minister, 
whose birth, education, and antecedents are all Southern, called 
at the Home Mission Rooms, and said— 
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“T have not conversed with an intelligent man since the close of the war, 
whose opinion was not decidedly in favor of educating the colored people. We 
have to live with them as citizens, and we want them to be intelligent citizens.” 


Another writes from Mississippi: 


“The interest taken by the Home Mission Board in the education of the Freed- 
men meets the approbation of many Southern hearts—once slaveholders. We 
always wanted the race evangelized, and now we are as anxious to see them en- 
lightened. Their prejudices will not let us reach their hearts at present, so you 
must begin the work. Suitable instructors are sadly needed.” 


A former Virginia slaveholder addressed the following urgent 
words to one of the Secretaries while travelling in that State: 

“Educate the leaders, sir, by ali means! For goodness’ sake, for the Lord’s 
sake, do your utmost to educate the colored preachers and teachers. They 
prefer not to hear white preachers. They wil/ follow their own leaders. And, 
in many cases, it is the blind leading the blind, and both are tumbling into the 
ditch.” 

Rev. Edw. Lathrop, D. D., just returned from a Southern tour, 
writes: 

“T would say, emphatically, Throw all your strength into schools for the edu- 
cation of a competent ministry. On this point 1am afraid that our churches 
are not half aroused. It is my deliberate and firm conviction that, if we fail in 
this, our work at the South, among the colored population, will come to a disas- 
trous end. This, in so far as the Freedmen are concerned, is the great work of 


the Home Mission Society. We must educate a ministry for this people, or aban- 
don the field!” 


Animated by this spirit, we have carried on the work of teach- 


ing at numerous places in the South, the chief of which are as 
follows: 


Washington, D.C.; Richmond, Va.; Raleigh, N. C. ; Augusta, 
Ga.; New Orleans, La.; Nashville, Tenn. ; and St. Louis, Mo. We 
have also commissioned a goodly number of our colored students 
to teach and preach during their vacations, and God’s blessing has 
signally attended their efforts. 


Money Raised for Freedmen’s Educ ation. 


Cash to the amount of nearly $38,000 has been collected during 
the year for this work, against something over $5,000 last year. 
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Besides this, pledges, good and reliable, have been secured, to 
the amount of over $60,000 additional, thus giving prospectively 
more than $100,000 as the result of the year’s effort in the de- 
partment of Freedmen’s Education alone. The $60,000 does not 
all pass through the Home Mission treasury, but is the fruit of 
the Society’s agency nevertheless. 


A devout and intelligent Baptist of New England has paid to 
us $13,000 for the founding of a school for colored preachers and 
teachers. 


Another has paid about $5,000, and has secured to us by will, 
to be paid after the death of the testator, not less than $50,000 
more, for the same object. 


Just as the year was closing, still another gave us a subseription 
for $10,000 for a similar purpose. 


A generous brother in Georgia has subseribed $2,000; another 
in Illinois sent us $1,000; and from different sections of the coun- 
try, gifts, large and small, have come to us with a hearty cheer- 
fulness never before experienced in connection with this part of 
~ “the Society’ s work. One of Christ’s precious saints, whose yearly 
support is only $80, could not be denied the luxury of sending us 
$20 to help support a colored student for the ministry. Of her 
poverty she gave—and more abundantly than many rich. She is 
but one of a class for whose prayers and whose alms we have con- 
stant reason to thank God. 


Very valuable school properties have been secured at Rich- 
mond, Va., and at New Orleans, La., and, as the year closed, we 
had in view purchases at other commanding centres at an early 
day. At New Orleans the Board paid $12,500 toward the found- 
ing of a school of high order, and a benevolent and thorough 
Baptist of the city of Brooklyn, N. Y., added from his private 


purse $12,500 more, making $25,000 in all. This school is known 
as Leland University. 


These two’ institutions are under the supervision of Trustees, 


carefully chosen, among whom several officers of the Home Mis- 
sion Society are embraced. 
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- But, notwithstanding all that we have accomplished, the 


Destitution is still Appalling. 


The following table exhibits the number of colored people, 
by States, as given in the U. 8. census for 1860 (round numbers):

The blanks in the right hand column of this table are painfully 
suggestive. Think of the fact that we have no school for colored 
ministers in South Carolina, with its 412,000 Africans; none in 
Florida, with its 62,000; none in Arkansas, with its 111,000; 
none in Texas, with its 183,000; none in Kentucky, with its 
236,000; none in Mississippi, with its 437,000; none in Ala- 
bama, with its 437,500; and virtually none in Missouri, with its 
118,000. 


Here, then, is ‘a nation born” unto liberty “in a day,” millions 
of whom, though of adult years, cannot write a syllable, nor find 
out in the Bible the name of the God who made them, or of the 
Saviour who shed for them his blood. And yet many of these 
men, notwithstanding all their ignorance, give evidence of being 
called to the ministry of the Gospel. They plead for instruction 
with a sincerity and a pathos that is often touching. One such, a 
pastor of a church, walked twenty-six miles to attend our school 
at Augusta. Being called home to his church, he sent a brother 
in his stead. Another of our students learned to write, while still 


a slave, by using water for his ink and his finger for a pen, and © 
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so, with commendable stealth, practised making the letters on the 
floor which it was his daily employment to wash. Another one 
said, in the hearing of the Secretary, when South: 

“T have a hungering and a thirsting after education; and this school is the 
only thing that satisfies that desire. Just as I hunger for bread and meat, so do 


I hunger for knowledge. Once I was forbidden to study. For that I was not 
responsible. But if I fail to study now, I am responsible.” 


The Gulf States to be largely Inhabited by Colored People. 


All signs indicate this strongly. Already they have begun to 
move southward from the States of the North and East, and from 
Canada, whither thousands of them had fled before the war. An 
intelligent commercial writer estimates that 

“ Already the Gulf States have a black population exceeding that of the | 
whites perhaps more than two to one, while in places, the proportion is as much 


as fifty toone. Here the great bulk of the cotton which supp!ies the world’s 
spindles, and enters into the clothing of civilized man, is grown.” 


Here, too, the black man can live and thrive, while the white 
man must flee during the very “months when cotton requires the 
most work. We need never expect that any white race can grow 
the cotton that is to clothe the world.” This being so, no thought- 
ful man can doubt that it will be wise in us, as Baptists, to lay 
broad and firm foundations for our schools for these people in the 
remoter regions of the South—not neglecting, however, such 
States as Virginia, Kentucky, and Missuuri, where many thou- 
sands of them will still reside, perhaps for centuries.

The Schools should be Permanently Founded. 


On this subject our ablest missionaries in the South are a unit. 
Ont speaks of transient schools as “air-plants,” difficult to find 
when vacation is over. Another animadverts upon make-shifts, 
as follows: 


“This matter of educating colored Baptist preachers is not of a temporary 
nature, and it is best to act upon the understanding that the schools are to be 


established for all time. Any system of make-shifts, besides being brad waste- 
ful, would prove to be of little avail. 
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“Of all men, these colored preachers are most in need of regular, unintermit- 
ting, persistent drilling. The first requisite, then, is the purchase of grounds 
and the erection of buildings at the expense of Baptists whom God has prosper- 
ed; and the second is the founding of scholarships by the same class. I am 
convinced that a sum, equal to that which has been so nobly given by one fam- 
ily for the placing of the Crozer Seminary on its present basis, would suffice for 
the erection of all the buildings needed for ten such seminaries as I have in view, 
and for the founding of one hundred and fifty scholarshins. Is it visionary to 
assume that all the other prosperous Baptists in the land, when the way shall 
have been opened for them, will do as much for the education of colored preach- 
ers as one family has done for educating white preachers?” 


Plans for Future Work. 


It is the unanimous and hearty opinion of your Board that the 
Society ought to greatly enlarge its educational work in the South. 
God summons us to the endeavor. He makes us to hear the 
pleading voices of four millions in the South, and of the uncounted 
millions of Africa, who need, above all things, a well-trained 
ministry to guide them heavenward. Hence your Board have 
determined, unless prohibited by vote of the society— . 


First, to attempt the founding and endowing of one first-class 
training-school for preachers and teachers in each Southern State, 
except it may be the States of Maryland and Delaware, already 
sufficiently accommodated for the present, in the Seminary at 
Washington, D. C. 


Second, to enter upon the raising of a permanent fund of 
$000,000 for this purpose, to be expended in grounds, buildings, 
endowments of professorships and scholarships, and in the pur- 
chase of libraries and apparatus :—the endowment fund to be kept 
separate from the moneys raised for the ordinary running ex- 


penses of the schools, and carefully invested, the interest onls 
to be used. ; 


Third, to employ all proper means to attach the hearts of the 
colored people to these schools as rapidly as possible—teaching 
them in each State that the school is theirs, that they should as- 
sist in its management, send to it their pious youth and adults who 
desire to preach or teach, and contribute to its support. 
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For this purpose the Secretary has already commenced the use 
of the following form of subscription paper, which has been ex- 
amined and approved by the counsel of the Board; and it will 
gratify the members of the Society to know that at least $100,000 
of the $500,000 named are already secured and invested in valu- 
able school properties in the Southern States.

Have Worked for Both Races. 


Important, however, as this freedmen’s work has been, it is 
but just to say that we have aimed to labor impartially in’ the 
South for both races. We have supported missionaries in every 
Southern State but Texas; and in that State appointments have 
recently been made, 


In reviewing the field, we remember that our Baptist fathers in 
the South, loyal to that particular truth as left us by Christ, laid 
great stress upon the importance of a regenerated and spiritual 
ministry; and whatever salt there is in that land is due largely 
to our self-sacrificing Baptist preachers. Still, it is manifest, that, 
among the millions of the poorer class of whites, the lack of 
an educated and thoroughly skilled ministry is so apparent to the 
churches that this Society finds itself overwhelmed with appeals 
from the South, not for pecuniary aid alone, but for men—able 
and trained MEN OF Gop—capable of leading forth the masses 
of whites, as well as colored, into the liberties, the requirements, 
and the responsibilities of their NEW FUTURE. 
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Church Edifice Department. 


The sense of need, which the Society had long felt, of a spe- 
cial fund to aid in church extension, found utterance at last in 
this city (Philadelphia), sixteen years ago. In the annual meet- 
ing of the Society, that year, a wise and far-seeing report was 
presented, embodying an earnest appeal to establish such a fund, 
and making the extraordinary assertion of belief, that “ under 
the present rapid growth of our country, $75,000 or $100,000 
could be appropriated with great economy” to that end. Under 
the influence of that report, and in accordance with its recom- 
mendation, the Society resolved that it would “not rest until at 
least $100,000 was secured for this object.” Ten years afterward, 
the resolved and now chronic unrest of the Society had been in- 
strumental in raising less than one-quarter of that sam—$10,000 
of which had been taken from the general fund of the Society! 
As the report of that year intimates, we should all have rested in 
the ordinary course of nature—before the balance of the sum was 
raised—at such a rate. But the Society had by no means lost its 
power of resolution, for, in 1866, the regularly appointed com- 
mittee ‘on this fund reported, with all the charm of novelty, a 
proposition to “increase (!) the sum ” to $100,000. Twelve years 
of.the resolved unrest had produced, at least, the reiteration of 
the old resolution! In 1867, the special committee’s proposi- 
tion to raise the sum from $30,000 to $500,000, was adopted. 
The progress in the two following years was encouraging, if 
slow, and this year the advance has been so cheering, that we 
are encouraged to believe, as never before, that the Baptists 
of America mean to redeem the pledges and resolutions so often 
repeated. Already more than half of the $500,000, which, in 
1867, the Society declared to be a vital need, has been, in one 
form or another, secured, while the subscriptions of the past year 
alone have exceeded the total amount which, in 1854, the Society, 
with a stretch of faith, resolved to obtain before it rested. 
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The Work of the Year. 


The Board have secured the building of over Firty different 
church edifices in seventeen different States of our Union. One 
meeting: house every week of the year has thus been placed in the 
hands of the denomination, which, but for this fund, with at least 
one or two exceptions, would not have been ours to occupy ; for, 
while we have been compelled to refuse aid to so many, we have 
rendered assistance only in such cases as have seemed to us abso- 
lutely essential to success, in the building enterprise of a church and 
society. In several cases, we have come to the rescue of a hope- 
lessly struggling church, just at a point where all was being lost. 
Houses built but embarrassed, and about to be sold, and where, in 
some cases, unevangelical societies stood ready to purchase them, to 
their great personal advantage, and where, to the great pecuniary 
loss of the house, would have been added the demoralization and 
ruin of the church in an important town, the funds of this De- 
partment have been employed to save the building, and inspire 
heart and hope in a bright future to our cause. 


We have also been enabled to take advantage of special provi- 
dences, to secure, in a growing city or town, church edifices already 
built by other denominations at nearly one-half their original cost, 
and so, not only to provide a Christian sanctuary for the newly- 
formed Baptist church, but, as in some cases, to give them the 
entire congregations gathered by others, with which to commence 
their mission in a given locality. We can hardly over estimate 
the importance and advantage of this fund in the hands of a judi- 
clous committee in this single field—the power it gives us as a 
denomination, of seizing an opportunity and improving it, which 
is ever and anon offered, to gain possession of a property ata 
most desirable point and at a greatly reduced price, for a Baptist 
church. For $400, in one case, we have secured a Baptist meet- 
ing-house, free from all incumbrances, built without a dollar of 
_ Baptist money, and worth five times this sum, which, but for our 
prompt action, would have forever passed out of our hands; and 
to-day, in the city of Mexico, where we want a church edifice, 
there are cathedrals and churches which might be secured at a 
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fraction of their original cost, and so turned over to the only 
Christian church, which, with her “ one Lord, one faith,” has also 


but “one baptism.” 


But this work is far from being all that your Board has accom- 
plished during the year, in this specific department. Previous to 
our last anniversaries, a pledge had been obtained from the Union 
& Central Pacific Railroads, to deed to the Society land sufficient for 
a meeting-house and parsonage, in every town or city along their 
extended route of thousands of miles, and passes over these roads 
were furnished your Secretary, that he might make selection of 
such lots. Over two months were spent in this service—and in 
kindred labor in California—very greatly to the advantage and 
future success of our Society’s work. Land, in every case ample 
for church and parsonage, has been secured, and, in some cases, en- 
tire blocks have been deeded to the Society, with reference to the 
erection of buildings for seminaries, or higher schools of learning, 
thus obtaining, not only in material, but in moral infl uence, a 
_ large gain in the evangelizing work of the Society. 


Already one man (Rey. Mr. Freeman) is giving his special atten- 
tion to this service, with most encouraging success. His frequent re- 
ports from his field confirm the early impressions of the Board, that 
here was to be opened to the Society one of its most promising and 
fruitful fields of labor. By means of his efficient and judicious 
labors, a large proportion of the funds requisite for the erection 
of eommnodioun chapels in the more important towns and cities, 

is being raised, leaving but a smail amount to be loaned by the 
Society, to secure, free from all other incumbrance, the first 
meeting-house in the place, thus giving to us the indisputable 
and untold advantage of preoccupation. All along this national 
thoroughfare, the people are desiring churches, and only ask and 
wait for small loans from the Society to erect attractive places of 
worship. They must have these. All classes) demand them. 
Said a rumseller to your Secretary on learning the purpose of his 
mission: ‘“ There is nothing, sir, we so much need in this grow- 
ing town as a meeting-house, and stated worship on Sundays; nor 
is there anything for which I will give my money so freely, as the 
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building of a house for this object.” The simple question is, shall 
we supply them, or another ? 


And, what is true of this, the greatest, is equally so of all the 
leading railroad lines of the West. The school, the church, which 
is first planted, commands the support. In these regions, preoc: 
cupation is success! We ought to have men on every leading 
road in the West to secure such lots for the denomination; but 
meantime we must have the money to loan for the erection of 
buildings thereon, or our land is practically lost, in some cases 
really so, if not occupied within this present year. We cannot 
too warmly insist upon the importance of this immediate work. 


Let those testify who know the field. 


Says the judicious and sainted Riddell, after a careful and ex- 
tended inspection of our Western field : 


“That Five Hundred Thousand Dollars Fund for Church Edifice purposes is 
the grandest enterprise of our denomination. It will put shelter over two hun- 
dred thousand Baptists, and put us forward a century. You do not know how 
our feeble frontier churches struggle for mere boards under which to worship. 
A meeting-house fixes the new town, and the people chrystallize around it, no 
matter who builds the church. I saw a house, costing only fifteen hundred do) 
lars, carry a whole town into Baptist support. Hurry up that fund, and then let 
our business men, as they traverse the West, see where to place a building and 
when to do it, and then let the Home Mission Society see that it is done.” 


Rev. Robert Atkinson, after extended travel and important ser- 
vice for the Society, writes from Kansas: 


“T have been down the Southern Branch Railroad and obtained lots in such 
towns as we will occupy as mission fields. In my opinion, the most important 
work to be done in this State or any other, is to secure the leading towns. 
Last week I was up the Kansas Pacific Railroad, and, in the towns where we 
built the first meeting-house, we hold the ground to-day. Cannot something be 
done, if this Edifice Fund is overdrawn, to get special donations for this special 
kind of church extension? You can have no adequate conception of the popula- 
tion that is flowing in, and the rapidity of growth of towns at favorable points. 
About 1,600 emigrants are coming into this State daily. Nothing was ever wit- 
nessed like it. We have the best positions of any denominaticn in the State 
to-day. Others are waking up to the importance of pushing out into the new 
railroad towns. We have no promise of lots beyond the present year, unless we 
build upon them. 

“We can get help in all the towns. The first house built always gets the 
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general subscription. If we had a few thousand dollars, and a good missionary 
to take the charge of the road, we could hold one hundred miles of country. 
I have visited nearly every town in the State and talked with resident Baptists, 
and find the universal feeling to be that a meeting-house holds a church together 
better than the occasional visits of a minister. The denomination that has a 
house in a small town is considered the people, and commands the influence. 
Never was there so important a time for us to strike in this Church Extension 
movement as now. Five years will give us a better settled State than twenty 
years gave Illinois. If the facts were only known, I believe there are those who 
would promptly respond. For the outlay of from $500 to $800, we can have the 
first house of worship and the best location in a town to be very soon of great 
importance.” 


Rev. G. W. Freeman, our missionary along the Union & Central 
Pacific Railroads, writes us from North Platte, Neb. : 


“We need at once $500 for our proposed chapel in this place. We havea 
reliable subscription and cash in hand raised by the Ladies’ Mite Society, of over 
$1,000 ; and think we can raise $500 more ere the edifice is finished. We want 
this money in hand for the purchase of materials. I can lead the people here in 
church building if you will only forward at once the above amount. I find from 
four to ten Baptists in all these railroad towns, and they, generally, of small 
means, while the balance care but little who take the lead in building and owning 
the church. If I had in hand $600, we could lead off at Grand /sland, also ; and, 
once to the front, we would not go to the rear. ‘ We will bind ourselves,’ said a 
responsible gentleman from there to me only last night, ‘to build a neat chapel 
if you will find the money to get the lumber, ete.’ If I only had the means in 
hand to get the materials, the citizens and the Mite Society would see the bal- 
ance done. We cannot move here without at least $500; and, if we do not go 
forward at once, others will, though there is not, to my knowledge, a single com- 
municant of theirs here, while there are Baptists to organize a church, who rank 
among the best citizens of the place.” 


Appeals of equal earnestness from brother Freeman, setting forth 
other points like Laramie City, have come to us at earlier dates, 
revealing to us promise and hope, that can be surpassed in no 
other cities or towns on this continent, if we will only furnish a 
small: portion of the funds with which to build places of worship, 
on the lots secured by your Secretary, and deeded to this Society. 


Such are a few of the testimonies of men who are on the field 
and know its necessity. Shall we be deaf to their calls for help’ 
Shall we close our eyes against the angel who calls us thus to 
‘‘come over into Macedonia?” Either we must possess the land 
now, or lose it. Dare we lose it? If we believe our professions— 
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if Baptist principles are really New Testament principles—if we 
tnost nearly conform to the spirit and letter of our Lord’s com- 
mands—then, in the name of that Lord, we submit, that unless 
we live our professions, unless we plant Baptist churches and Bap- 
tist schools, unless we use for the truth what our Lord has be- 
stowed upon us for use, we are recreant to our trust, and leave, 
for the occupation of those whom we sincerely believe to be less 
true, the lands and golden opportunities which our Master has 


Despite the prosperity which we have reported, despite our rich 


opportunities, we have been compelled again and again to refuse ° 


such openings, merely because the money was not provided. No 
sadder duty has devolved upon your Board than these necessi- 
tated denials of prayers for aid, in cases where the utmost we 
could have done, would have been but duty, and where our refusal, 
meant not alone the impossibility of our loaning funds, but was 
also a denial to the people of a place in which to worship our 
common Lord. 

Scores of earnest cases have we been compelled to deny, and 
applications for more than $100,000 which could have been judi- 
ciously appropriated, have we been compelled to refuse, for want 
of the funds to return a favorable response. 


Another field, to which special attention has been called in an- 
other portion of this report, requires a passing word in this con- 
nection. The Church Edifice Fund has a most important work 
among the colored people of the South. Any one who thinks of 
the immeasurable influence of the Christian sanctuary on civili- 
zation, or considers the growth in industry and thrift of this 
portion of our citizens, cannot fail to be impressed with the urgent 
need of earnest activity in this department, while the small loans 
needed, and the steady, upward progress of this people, are sufficient 
vouchers for the entire safety of such investments. 


The Method. 


It is perhaps desirable that this report should indicate the method 
of your Secretary in raising the proposed half million dollars, espe- 
cially as the question is often asked, Why is the labor not thrown 
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directly upon the churches? Experience seems to demonstrate the 
inadvisability of attempting to popularize so large a sum, while tht 
conclusion is irresistible, that such popularization would result in 
drawing much needed sums from the general treasury. The safer 
and better method has thus far been found, in a personal presenta- 
tion of the claims, to those whose large means and generous hearts 
have enabled them to devise great things for Christ’s cause. It 
has been intended that not one dollar of this sum shall be raised 
at the expense of the general work of the Society. We have 
cheering encouragement to believe that the $50,000 subscribed by 
one firm of Christian gentlemen of New York City, and the 
$25,000 subscriptions from some other individuals, will be followed 
by others, who, either as individuals or families, will be represented 
in this enterprise, by similar amounts. We await with confidence 
the remainder of the “ ten Baptists,” who will make up half of the 
proposed sum. A large portion of the other half can be raised 
in subscriptions of $5,000 and $10,000, while the last $50,000 or 
even $100,000, can be obtained, it is believed, from those whose 
means will not allow the contribution of so large amounts. 


In conclusion, let the fact of the paramount importance of this 
object be once more urged home upon the Society. The success 
of the Church Edifice Fund will insure the success of our mission- 
aries—is, in fact, absolutely necessary, if we would make the labor of 
the Society assume a permanent form. Again soliciting earnest 
thought for this object, we commend the enterprise to the prayer- 
ful consideration of our Christian brethren, and of the great Head 
of the church, “ whose we are, and whom we serve.”

1, To practise such scrupulous economy in every department of the service, as is found to be 
consistent with the highest efficiency. 

2. To occupy fields of the very best promise, centres of influence, centres of power ; and from 
these to move aggressively outward, as from a we]l assumed military base. 

8. To spend none of the money of the Society upon a man simply because he is poor or be- 
cause he 64 for aid, but to employ as laborers, men of known industry, piety, energy, and 
efficiency. issionary money is very sacred. It should be made to yiel the largest returns 
possible. The Board mean to employ that class of men for missionaries—and for Princi- 
pals and teachers of training-schools for colored preachers—who will be, by the help of God, the 
authors and organizers of their own success. 

4. To insist that the pastors and churches aided, shall not merely strive to become self-sup- 
porting as soon as possible, but from the very first and aways to be contributing churches : 
on the ground that only such churches are of the New Testament type. 

5. To strike for the best lot in town where a meeting-house is to be built; and never to en- 
in building, but, on the contrary, economy, commodiousness, durability, 

6. In making loans from the Rdifice Fund, to encourage churches to borrow in as small sume 
as possible, and to free themselves from debt at the est practicable moment.

Now this agreement witnesseth that the American Baptist Home Mission Society, in con- 
sideration of the said sum of ten thousand dollars to them in hand paid by said 8. S., the re- 
ceipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, do agree to appropriate said sum as designated by the 
donor. 

And also, that they will pay to the said S. S., upon his request in writing, the sum of three 
hundred and fifty dollars semi-annually during the term of his natural life. 

Should no such demand be made for a series of years, and afterward a time comes when the 
said S. 8. shall require the same for his own personal comfort, the Society agree to pay to him, 
upon his written request, a sum which shall be equivalent to the semi-annual payment not 
theretofore called for. As this provision is made for the sole benefit of 8. 8S. during his natural 
life, it is hereby declared to be the intention of the parties hereto, that no obligation whatever 
is hereby assumed, on the part of the Society, to the heirs, executors, administrators, or assigns 
of the said 8. 8. for any part of said semi-annual payments not called for by him, as above pro- 
vided, during his lifetime.

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CONSTITUTION. 


NAME. 
L—This Society shall be called the American Baptist Home Misston Soorery. - 
OBJECT. 
II.—The object of this Society shall be to promote the preaching of the gospel in North 
America. 
MEMBERSHIP. 


Ill.—The aoe! shall be composed of Annual Delegates, Life Members, and Life Directors. 
Any Baptist church in union with the denomination may appoint a delegate for an annual con- 
tribution of ten dollars, and an additional.delegate for each additional thirty dollars. Thirty 
dollars shall be requisite to constitute a Member for Life; and one hundred dollars paid at one 
time, or a sum which, in addition to any previous contribution, shall amount to one hundred 
dollars, shall be requisite to constitute a Director for Life. 


OFFICERS. 


IV.—The officers of the wenace ly = be a President, two Vice-Presidents, a Treasurer, two 
Auditors, one or more Corresponding Secretaries, and a Recording Secretary. 


MANAGERS. 


V.—There shall be fifteen Managers, also, residing chiefly in the city of New York, or its 
vicinity, who shall be divided by Jot among themselves into three classes of five members each. 
The term of service of the firet class shall expire in one year, that of the second class in two 
years, and that of the third class in three years. At each annual meeting of the Society, after 
the first election under this amended Constitution, one class only shall be elected for the term 
of three years, to the end that the third part of the whole number of Managers, as nearly as 
possible, may be annually chosen; provided, however, that vacancies remaining in any class 
ay be filled for the unexpired term of that class. The officers and Managers shall be elected 
by ballot, and continue to discharge their official duties until superseded by a new election. 


EXECUTIVE BOARD. 


VI.—The Treasurer, Auditors, peeeering Secretary, and Managers of the Society shall con- 
stitute the Executive Board to conduct the business of the Society, seven of whom shall be a 
quorum for that purpose. They shall have power to appoint their own meetings, elect their 
own Chairman and Recording Secretary, enact their own By-Laws and Rules of Order, pro- 
vided always, that they be not inconsistent with this Constitution ; fill any vacancies which may 
occur in their own body, or in the offices of the Society during the year, and, if deemed neces- 
sary by two-thirds of the members, convene special meetings of the Society. They shall estab- 
lish such agencies as the interest of the Society may require, appoint agents and missionaries, 
fix their compensation, direct and instruct them concerning their particular fields and labors, 
make all appropriations to be ber out of the treasury, and present to the Society, at each an- 
nual meeting, a full report of their proceedings during the current year. 


DESIGNATED FUNDS, 
VII.—All moneys or other property contributed and designated for any particular missfon- 
ary field or purpose shall be so appropriated, or returned to the donors or their lawful agents. 


TREASURER. 
VIII.—The Treasurer shall give bonds to such amount as the Executive Board shall think
